"Testimony was concluded shortly 
after 9:30 p. tn. Judge McGchcc in- 
structed the jurors that they might 
acquit the "defendant or might find 
.him guilty of murder in the first or 
second degree or of voluntary man- 
slaughter, the minimum penalty for 
Which would be two years. 


The* defense took a surprising turn 


^jwheri an effort was made to .f-wten 


suspicion upon Mrs. Elmer" Jones, an 
inmate of the state Farm for Women 
who said, in response,to questions of 
Lansdale's attorney, that she was serv- 
ing a term fqr manslaughter. She was 
convicted in Baxter 'circuit court and 
Representative McCabc was her at- 
torney, she said. 


Lansdale Enters Denial 


Lansdale, crippled and small of sta- 


ture, took the stand last night to deny 
that he fired the 'shqt> which was tak- 
en from the heart of "the legislator aft- 
er his death in a hospital here May 6. 
He said that he had complained to the 
clerk about noise from McCabe's room 
and that the shot was fired while he 
was standing before the telephone. 


Apparently the gun was fired by a 


person standing directly in front of 
Lansdale's door, the defendant said. 
He recalled having heard footsteps 
hastening north in tho corridor, fol- 
lowed by the sound of a door being 
shut.. Lansdale said he was not dress- 
ed but opened his door a few inches 
to peer -into tho hallway. He said 
that he knew nothing of what had 
taken place, and that ho went to bed 
wihout learning thnt any one had been 
wounded. 


He admited ownership of the .22- 


calibcr pistol which was introduced 
in evidence. He said that he gave it 
to the officers when they entered his 
room and told him that Representative 
McCabe had been shot. One of the 
officers threw the scabbard, in which 
he carried the gun, onto the bed. I 
Lansdale said, Both the weapon and 
the scabbard were in a brief case when 
the police, went into the room, he tes- 
tified. He was arrested and taken to 
jail. 


The defendant said that he was born 


in Bradley county, that he has a wife 
and two sons and that he is employed 
as a salesman for an ice plant equip- 
ment concern with headquarters at 
Marietta, Ga. He said, discussing his 
deformity, that he was 14 before he 
was able to walk.

He arrived at the hotel March 10, 


During his two-day stay, he was mov- 
ed twice at his own request, he said. 
Several times the night of the shoot- 
ing, he heard men and women talking 
loudly and acting boisterously in Mc- 
Cabe's room, Lansdale said.
